at Arlington for setting another en­ 
gine on the I.

another to do the work. 
The work of

Do c’* San d erfer Pro b ab ly Fa­ 


tally

Shelbyv ille, Ind., October 
20.—-A 
fight with kniv es which may result in 
the death of “ Doc” Sanderfer took 
place in East Broadway last night. 
Jerry Woodruff, a desperate character, 
aud Sanderfer [quarreled, when Wood­ 
ruff drew his knife and slashed San­ 
derfer in the neck [a bout an inch be* 
low the left ear. 
The blade ran down 
the neck to a point just below the 
shoulder blade, making a wound two 
and a half inches deepjand complete­ 
ly sev ering the large muscle. 
Fourteen 
stitches were required to olo-e the 
wound. 
Besides 
this Sanderfer re­ 
ceiv ed a number of other cuts, while 
Woodruff also receiv ed a number of 
wounds from Sanderfer’s knife. 
Woodruff began his murderous ca ­ 
reer when but sixteen years old, dis­ 
emboweling a companion from M il­ 
ford, Ind., for which he serv ed four 
years in the Reform School at Pla in­ 
field. 
Later Woodruff serv ed ten years 
in prison tor cutting a baseball player 
by the name of Allen. 
Woodruff has 
used his knife on fiv e men^in this city, 
and is the man who seriously cut a 
street car conductor in Indianapolis 
about a year ago, for which he serv ed 
nine months in the workhouse. 
He 
recently returned to this city. 
Sandefer is in a serious condition. 
Woodruff is in ja il.

part of the buggy and pulled Dr. Van 
VanOsdol ov er the dashboard and un­ 
der its feet.

COHN STALKS 


Farmers 
are Fig u rin g o n th e 


Heig h t o f So me Gro wn 


Th is Year 


Farmers are busy with their yard 
sticks and taking down some interest­ 
ing measurements 
which w ill cast 
light on corn’s growth this v ear in 
the 
county. 
Various 
methods are 
used in taking measurements. 
Some 
go into the corn field wish a ladder 
climb to the top of the corn stalk 
which seems to be the highest in the 
field 
and drop a tape line to the 
ground. 
Others send their bov s into 
the field to shin up’tlie stalks to the 
top and drop a line which is later 
compared with a v ard stick. 
Still others take field glasses with 
thorn to the field and compile the dis­ 
tance to the top of the highest stalk 
by the shadow of the standing grain. 
The usual 
method pursued, how­ 
ev er, is S ot the farmer to go into the 
field, chop off the stalk of corn with 
an axe or a cross cut saw and proceed 
to measure 
the 
fallen monarch at 
leisure. 
Many farmers are wondering how 
they will harv est their crop all. 
The 
ears grow to high that tall men are in 
demand’as buskers and ev en they must 
straddle 
the cornstalk and bear it 
down by mere force before they reach 
the ears, while a few take stepladders 
to the field with tliem.

Hav ana, Oct. 20.—A cyclone of uu- 
| precedented sev erity, accompanied by 
a terrific downpour of rain, swept ov er 
Hav ana and Pinar del Rio prov inces 
Wednesday night 
and 
resulted 
in 
twenty deaths in this city and the se­ 
rious injury of a dozen or more per­ 
sons. 
The damage is estimated at 
fully $2,000.000. The dead are all Cu­ 
bans of the poorer class. 
The I nited States cruiser Brooklyn 
dragged her anchor until her stern 
grounded in the 
mud off I^a Regia. 
She got off this morning without in­ 
jury. 
Te storm caused great hav oc 
to the shipping in the harbor. 
Many 
buildings were badly damaged and 
nearly all the trees in the city and 
suburbs were uprooted. 
The 2,000 American soldiers and 
marines at Camp Columbia were put 
to great inconv enience. 
Nearly 400 
tents were blown down, but there was 
little actual damage. 
Harry Fosdick. 
an army teamster with the Twenty- 
eighth Infantry from Sioux City, la., 
sustained probably fatal injuries. 
He 
wras crushed by a tree which fell 
through the barracks in which he was 
sleeping 
Fred Sutcliffe, of Ft. Sncli- 
ing had his head seriously injured, 
and Thomas Shonealt of Reading, Pa., 
sustained injuries to his back. 
One hundred and fifty tobacco barns 
in the Alquizar district hav e been de­ 
stroyed. 
The recently planted tobac­ 
co crop also has been seriously dam­ 
aged. 
Enormous damage is reported 
from Guira section, the center of ban­ 
ana and plantain growing. 
These 
crops arc said to hav e been practical­ 
ly destroyed. 
Many small farmers 
hav e lost their all and are in great 
distress. 
Matanzas City was prac­ 
tically uninjured, only a few' houses 
sustaining damages. 
No loss of life 
has yet been reported from outside 
Hav ana. All streetcar serv ice in Hav ­ 
ana was paralyzed and communication 
with outside points was impossible. 
The telegraphic serv ice was annihi­ 
lated. The first train to come into the 
city since the storm was the Santi­ 
ago express, which arriv ed yesterday 
afternoon. 
Passengers 
report 
that 
the dev astation does not reach far to 
the eastward. 
Hav ana recov ered quickly from the 
effects of the storm and today, except 
for the presence of gangs of men re­ 
planting uprooted trees and the sight 
of wreckage in the harbor, one would 
not know thta sueh a sev ere storm 
had blown ov er this end of the island. 
Gay 
crowds 
are 
promenading 
the 
strets and lounging in the cafes, ap­ 
parently quite obliiv oua of the fearful 
experience through which their city 
has passed. Streetcar traffic has been 
fully resumed. 
The storm caused the 
greatest confusion in the harbor. The 
Brooklyn drifted 
further than 
any 
other warship and finally brought up 
off La Regia with her stern in the 
mud. 
She got off under her own 
steam and has sustained no injury 
The cruiser Denv er, the Minneapolis, 
the Texas, the Prairia and the supply 
ship Celtic all dragged their anchor* 
more or less, but prompt seamanship 
av erted collisions. 
These ships were 
all made fast to permanent buoys 
which nev er before were known to 
hav e dragged 
The damage sustained 
amounts to little. 
Two boats were 
lost and « » me of the lighter deck fit­ 
tings wer* carried away.

Pneumonia was re­

lence, and infioenza fifteenth.

ity in Ail Lines. 
New York , Oct. 20.—R. G. Du n & 
Co.'s week ly review of trade today 
says: 
The 
advancing season 
has 
broadened retail trade in staple lines, 
notably 
heavy-weight 
clothing 
and 
footwear, while wnolesale and jobbing 
departments 
mak e 
satisfactory 
re­ 
tu rns and there is a definite improve­ 
ment in the promptness with which 
mercantile collections are made. Cu r­ 
rent distribu tion is scarcely more gen­ 
eral than the demand for distant de­ 
livery. indicating that confidence to 
f fu tu res remains u nshak en. 
Indu stri- 
I al operations are on an u nprecedent­ 
ed scale, with especial pressu re at 
steel mills, carshops and shipyards. 
Prices are well maintained, the gen­ 
eral level showring a net gain since the 
month opened. 
Many volu ntary ad­ 
vances in wages are noted, and it is 
hoped that the scarcity of labor will 
be less distu rbing when farm work is 
finished. 
Railway block ades still de­ 
lay shipments, yet earnings for Octo­ 
ber thu s far su rpass last year’s by 
75 per cent. 
Bradstreet’s says: 
Trade continu es 
of large volu me, and w*hile the ordi­ 
nary ru sh of fall trade is over and 
next spring’s is receiving attention, 
active retail demand ahs indu ced a 
heavy volu me of re-order bu siness 
from jobbers. 
Except in a few* sec­ 
tions where mild weather last winter 
left u nsold stock s on hand, su pplies 
are not excessive. 
Hence a continu ­ 
ance of the re-order trade Is lik ely, 
weather conditions allowing. Perhaps 
the most active branch of wholesaling 
and jobbing is cotton goods, which are 
in heavy demand, with slow delivrr- 
ies still complained of. 
There is also 
a better tone to woolen goods, worst­ 
ed leading as heretofore. 
Prices are 
steady as a whole, and the high range 
of all q u otations does not seem as 
yet to be reflected in redu ced sales. 
In general distribu tive lines the re­ 
ports are almost u niformly favorable. 
Indu stries retu rn reports of great ac­ 
tivity; the iron and steel, metal work ­ 
ing. cok e, cotton, other textiles, fu r 
nitu re, carpets and. Indeed, practical­ 
ly all lines are pu shed. 
Exceptions 
are fou nd in shoes, which have not 
been as w*ell ordered as a year ago for 
fall and winter, thou gh excesses on 
last spring’s accou nt mak e a net gain 
for the year as a whole.
